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1. Clams 1-18 remain for examination. 

2. Claims 1-8,1 1 ,12,15,16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jennings , 111 etal. (5,357,152) in view of Chamdani etal. (6,1 
12,019) in view of Oliver etal. (5,491 ,694). 

3. No change has been made. 

4. The rejections are maintained and incorporated by reference the last Office 
action on 12/28/04 . 

5. The response filed on 05/02/05 have been fully considered but it is not 
persuasive. 

6: In the remarks, applicant argued that : 

a) Jennings is fixed without any capability to alter communication paths, and did not 
teach the dynamically configurable selected arrangement of communication paths. 
7. As to a) above, Jennings taught that his system was able to partition clusters 
as group of individually and configured logic network into the clusters (see col.5 lines 
1-34), and that the logic network was able to be configured into more or less than 3 
stages from a programmable circuit (see col. 7, lines 55-68). From the above 
teaching , it can be seen clearly that Jennings was directed to dynamically configurable 
selection of communication paths (see the group path selections in fig.5). No specific 
type of the communication paths has been reflected into the claim, therefore, any 
configurable connection is a configurable selection of communication path. As to the 
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language "dynamic", programmable is dynamic because it is updated at program 
request, or in programming. 



8. Claims 9,10, 13 ,14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. None of the prior ad of record 
further teaches the specific feed forward limitations of the image data with the first 
configuration and second configuration. 

9. Claims 1 7 and 1 8 are allowable over the art of record for reciting the combined 
features of the dynamically configurable communication means selectively arranged 
the processing units in the first and second distinct configurations, the first configuration 
having a larger number of processing unit in parallel than the second configuration, the 
second configuration of deeper pipeline than that first configuration, the image data , the 
first configuration used for first type image processes having no necessity for feed 
forward of data calculation whilst the second configuration used for second type image 
having necessity for the feed forward data calculations .
